3. Essays must be in the hands of the Virginia Division Historian 
by September 1, 1965. 

4. Essays on all subjects may be submitted, but only two can be for- 
warded to Historian General (on each subject) and winners are 
not to try for same prize again if subject is the same from year 
to year. 

5. Prize Winning Essays are to become the property of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. 

6. Papers not to be folded or rolled; mail flat between cardboard. 

7. Bibliography, giving full authority for all statements must be given. 

8. All manuscripts to be returned must be accompanied by sufficient 
postage. Winning essays or book reviews cannot be returned. 
Note Rule 5. 

9. Books given to schools and libraries must be listed with the his- 
torian with titles, authors, and publishers.

STANDARD RULES AND REGULATIONS 

1. No delegate shall be entitled to the floor until she rises, ad- 
dresses the Chair, gives her name and Chapter, and waits for recog- 
nition. 

2. No delegate shall speak a second time on the same question 
if a delegate who has not spoken asks the floor; and no delegate shall

3. Debate shall be limited to three minutes to each speaker, and 
debate on any question shall be limited to twenty-five minutes, and 
the time for these shall not be extended, except upon two-thirds vote 
of the house upon regular motion. 

4. Committee reports shall be limited to ten minutes, and the 
time for these shall not be extended, except upon two-thirds vote of 
the house upon regular motion. 
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5. All main motions or resolutions, and all important corrections 
to the Minutes shall be written, signed by the members offering same, 
and sent to the Recording Secretary's desk before adjournment of the 
meeting during which they were offered. 

6. A chapter not reporting when called shall not be entitled to 
read its report to the Convention, but the report shall be printed in 
the Minutes if presented by the last day of Convention. 

7. A committee not reporting when called shall lose its place in 
order and shall not be called until the full list of committees have 
reported. This rule shall apply to both Standing and Special Com- 
mittees. No committee report which has not been read to the Con- 
vention shall be printed in the Minutes. 

8. The Order of Business as set forth in the Bylaws shall be 
followed by the Convention.

The President presented Mrs. Roy D. Whitlock, Parliamentarian, 
of Richmond; and Mrs. Dolly D. Dinger, recorder for the Convention. 

Three past Presidents of the Virginia Division, Mrs. William For- 
rest, Mrs. Dewey R. Wood, and Mrs. Samuel West were recognized. 

Miss Lucy Fitzhugh Kurtz, Honorary Officer of the Virginia 
Division, was presented to the Convention. 

Mrs. L. W, Alves, First Vice President, took the chair while the 
President gave her report. 

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 

My past year, as your President, has been a busy one — one filled 
with manv duties but pleasant memories. The honor which you be- 
stowed upon me last October has been deeply appreciated. Your 
President has never, for one moment, forgotten the responsibilities of 
her office and the obligation to fulfill that trust which you placed 
in her. 

My first official duty on your behalf was in attending the General 
Convention last November in Memphis. Your President, along with 
the fourteen other Virginia Division delegates, found this meeting, not 
only enjoyable, but harmonious and inspirational as well. It was there 
that Mrs. William Cabell Flourney, one of our Past Division Presi- 
dents and a Past Historian-General, was unanimously elected to the 
office of Honorary President of General. The Virginia Daughters are 
proud that this well-deserved honor finally came to one whom we love 
and admire. 

Your President was also happy and pleased that our Division was 
the recipient of so many prizes and awards. The many honors were a 
fitting tribute to the Officers, Chairmen, and all Daughters who work- 
ed so faithfully and diligently toward that end. In January letters 
were sent to all Officers, Chairmen, Chapter Presidents, and other 
members of the Executive Board listing the awards we won; there- 
fore, in the interest of saving time and space, your President will not 
list them here. 

_ As in years past, we continue to stress the importance of our five 
basic purposes — namely, Historical, Educational, Benevolent, Memorial 
and Social. Your Historian and Second Vice President will give you 
a full report later, on the work of the History and Education Depart- 
ments; however, you are reminded to continue teaching the truth of 
Confederate History wherever and whenever possible. Ever mindful 
also of the needs of our young people in furthering their education, 
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your President urges you to give more thought and contribute more 
generously in the future toward this very important Objective. 

On January 19 a charter was issued to our newest Chapter, the 
George Washington Custis Lee of Arlington. Your President takes 
this opportunity to welcome them and wish for them every success in 
the future. 

Our capable Chairman of Pensions and Relief, Mrs. Archer H, 
Overbey, will report to you later on our benevolent work. At Mem- 
phis, your President pledged the usual $300.00 to the Mrs. Norman 
V. Randolph Relief Fund. Additional personal pledges amounting to 
$145.00 were also made to this Fund during the year. The recent in- 
crease in State Pensions will be discussed more fully by your Pension 
Chairman, Mrs. Overbey. 

We are deeply indebted to Miss Maxie Duty, Chief Pension Clerk 
in the Comptroller's Office, who has shown every consideration when 
reviewing applications of our needy Daughters. 

The steady loss of membership has been of great concern to those 
of us who have the welfare of our Organization at heart. It is dis- 
tressing that we are below the 4,0000 membership mark at this time 
in our Virginia Division. In October of 1958, our Division member- 
ship stood at 4,831. In six short years we have lost 1,011 members, 
and the new members which we gain each year are not near enough 
to offset our loss. This is a serious situation which needs your atten- 
tion and calls for your help. It is your responsibility, Daughters, to 
interest all eligible women in your communities to become affiliated 
with us. It is the way in which you can contribute to the continuation 
and well-being of our beloved United Daughters of the Confederacy. 

From April 15 to May 15, your President travelled approximately 
2400 miles attending each of the Six District Conferences. She found 
enthusiasm and interest among the Daughters, and, according to re- 
ports, all chapters were working hard in promoting the Division and 
General projects and objectives. It was also a pleasant time to greet 
old friends and make new ones. 

Attending the Virginia Division of the Children of the Confed- 
eracy on June 19 and 20 in Portsmouth was indeed a most enjoyable 
occasion. Your President was invited to bring "Greetings" from you 
at their impressive Historical evening. These young people are to 
be commended on the way they handle their affairs, and, under the 
leadership of their capable Director, Mrs. Page Higgenbotham, they 
are emerging with the basic qualities that constitute a solid founda- 
tion. They are our hope of the future and to them we must continue 
to give our whole-hearted support and encouragement. 

At the request of the President General, Mrs. Robert Hamilton 
Smith, your President attended Commencement Exercises at the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute on June 7th at which time a silver pitcher, 
known as the Stonewall Jackson Memorial Award, was presented to 
a most outstanding young man from Paris, France. On this same day 
an invitation had been extended to me by the District of Columbia 
Memorial Committee to place a wreath on the Confederate Monument 
in Arlington Cemetery but due to being at Lexington it was impos- 
sible to attend the Arlington services. 

Your President planned and presided at the program commemo- 
rating the One Hundred and Third Anniversary of the First Battle 
of Manassas on July 18, at the Manassas National Battlefield Park, 
and with the President-General, Mrs. Robert Hamilton Smith, placed 
the Division wreath at the Equestrian Statue of General Thomas J.

REPORT OF THE THIRD VICE-PRESIDENT 

Madam President and Members of Virginia Division: 

Last year at our Convention in Roanoke, your Third Vice-Presi- 
dent believed that she had made her final report to you. Yet this 
year it is a special privilege to present you another. Thanks for the 
honor of serving you and our wonderful Children of the Confederacy 
in tins capacity for another year. 

The year 1963-1964 has been a busy and most gratifying one. As 
a result of their achievements, Virginia Division, Children of the Con- 
federacy, is especially proud to present to you Virginia Division's first 
President-General of _ the Children of the Confederacy, Mr. Robert 
Ellis Taylor, past Division President and a member of the Orange 
Rangers Chapter, Orange, Virginia, 

Virginia Division had no General officer last year and only one 
C. of C. Member on a General Committee. There were seventeen 
active Chapters with 426 members. Seventy-nine new members, thirty 
of whom were boys, were added, and a new Chapter, Albemarle Jun- 
iors, Charlottesville, was chartered. There were three Superior Chap- 
ters and three Honor Chapters which received Certificates of Merit at 
the General Convention. Forty-six C. of C. pins were purchased and 
fifty-six Catechisms. 
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Five Chapters were 100% contributors to the Winnie Davis Vol- 
unteer Scholarship Fund at fifty cents per member, totaling $85.75. 
Contributions were made in the amounts of $26.00 to the Annual Win- 
nie Davis Scholarship, $29.00 to Janet Randolph Relief, $24.50 to 
Division UDC Scholarships, and $17.00 to Lee Chapel Custodian's 
Salary. Over $111.00 was contributed by Chapters to assist local Con- 
federate Daughters. A hundred and two talks on the Confederacy 
were given by members, and seven films were shown. Fourteen en- 
tered Essay Contests. Five Chapters have their own libraries on 
Confederate history. Chapters presented eighteen books valued at 
$88.45, six pictures, and twenty-two Flags to schools and libraries. 
Sixteen UDC Magazine subscriptions were purchased. Six historical 
sites are maintained by Chapters, and sixty sites were visited. Over 
591 graves were decorated on Memorial Day; forty-one graves have 
been marked. Eight Confederate Memorial Days were observed. 
There were printed 1,416 inches of publicity and twenty-three pictures. 
Thirteen Chapters had Scrapbooks; eight had Yearbooks. Many 
charitable projects were assisted. Minutes of the Twenty-sixth An- 
nual Convention were published and sent to Chapters. 

Four Executive Board Meetings were held with good attendance. 
The Board especially enjoyed the November meeting held at Byrd 
Park Club House, Richmond, where Miss Martha Moessinger, Vir- 
ginia Division, C. of C, President, and her Mother served a delightful 
luncheon. The April meeting held at the Hotel Jefferson in Rich- 
mond also was especially enjoyed. 

Sixty members were registered for the Division Convention held 
June 19 and 20 at the Governor Dinwiddie Hotel, Portsmouth, Vir- 
ginia, where seventeen awards valued at $104.50 were presented. A 
list of awards and winners is filed herewith. Highlights of the Con- 
vention included a tour of Portsmouth and Norfolk harbors; Chap- 
ter Presidents' banquet where a huge birthday cake presented by his 
parents to honor Mr. Leon Jackson, who has held a number of Di- 
vision Offices and is a member of Little Rebels Chapter, was enjoyed; 
Historical Evening, followed by a reception honoring Mrs. Archie C. 
Watson, Director-General of the C. of C, who was in attendance at 
the Convention along with her son, Will; and the presentation of a 
Charter to Albemarle Juniors Chapter. The Division was honored 
to have Mrs. J. W. Armen trout, President of Virginia Division, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, in attendance and assisting the Con- 
vention in many ways. The Division is most grateful to Little Rebels 
Chapter of Portsmouth and its Director, Miss Harriett Brown, to 
Stonewall and Portsmouth Chapters of the U.D.C., and especially to 
Mrs. Ernest Taylor for a most successful convention.

2 ooi The Virginia Division Ls composed of 89 chapters and a total of 
3,821 members. On January 19, 1964, a charter was granted to a new 
chapter the George Washington Custis Lee, organized in Arlington 
with 17 new members.

Culpeper and War- 
rn Rifles tied for the greatest number of perfect applications, with six 
each To the Warren Rifles Chapter goes the distinction of register- 
ing four descendants of the same Confederate soldier, and they will be 
competing for a General award. 

At the General Convention in Memphis, the Virginia Division won 
the certificate of award for the Division with membership over 2 000 
submitting the most perfect applications and Turner Ashby Chapter in 
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Harrisonburg won the award for the chapter gaining the greatest 
number of new members between the ages of 18-30. 

My three years as Virginia Division Registrar have drawn to a 
close, and I thank all of you for your wonderful cooperation.

At the beginning of my term as Division Historian my personal 
loss prevented the History Department from reaching its stride early 
in the year as planned.

Your Historian attended the seventieth annual Convention of the 
General organization in November, 1963. We are proud that our 
Division won so many honors. 

May sixteenth your Historian attended the Rededication of the 
Four New Jersey Monuments at the Fredericksburg and Spotsyl- 
vania National Military Park at the invitation of Governor Richard 
J. Hughes of New Jersey and the Centennial Commission. 

At the invitation of our Division President, your Historian led 
the Pledge of Allegience to the United States Flag at the Commemora- 
tive exercises at the First Battle of Manassas. 

Talks were made at several Chapter meetings. A total of 79 Chap- 
ters reported. Some were very late. Many contained interesting ac- 
tivities other than requirements. These will be listed in the Chapter 
Presidents reports tomorrow evening and I shall not deprive them 
this pleasure. Of course, they will also appear in your Minutes. 

To expedite reports your Historian has included the reports of the 
Chairman of work in the Schools and Chairman of Southern Literature 
in her report. These two Chairmanships are under the Supervision of 
the History Department. 

Chairman of Historical work in the Schools this year. Miss 
Camilla L. Wills, has been most enthusiastic and has worked under 
great difficulty because of an unfortunate accident in the Spring. We 
both appreciate the splendid cooperation of the Chapter Historians in 
doing the work with their local schools and teachers. We regret the 
subjects were late reaching them. Eighty-one essays were received 
from thirteen Chapters. A total of 229 essays were written. Very 
competent judges were secured and said it was extremely difficult to 
select the winners as all essays were excellent.

SECOND BUSINESS SESSION 

Wednesday, Oct. 1, 1964 
2:30 p.m. 
Ballroom 

The second business session of the Sixty-Ninth Annual Convention 
of the Virginia Division of the United Daughters of the Confederacy 
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was called to order by the President, with the Invocation by Miss 
Imogene Watts. 

_ The reading of the minutes of the morning session was dispensed 
with. 

The President called for the reports of the Standing Committees. 
Miss Mary E. Hamilton, Chairman, read the Custodian of Lee 
Chapel Report. 

After three years of plumbers, electricians, carpenters, masons 
organ makers, contractors, architects, photographers, artists journa- 
lists, consultants and a T V appearance, the Lee Chapel has finally 
gotten back to normalcy. 

The rededication of the Chapel October 11, 1963, was the grand 
c limax to the restoration that had taken fourteen months. On that 
day Robert E. Lee IV came in from San Francisco and sat in the 
same chair in which his great grandfather had often sat and Benson 
J^ord came from Michigan and they both gave excellent speeches for 
the rededication of the Chapel. 

The list of invitations for this occasion had to be limited, since 
the Chapel seats a little over six hundred people and there were many 
people from Lexington, as well a s student body and alumni of the 
University who could not be included. However, Mrs. West and Mrs 
Wood of the Mausoleum Committee and Mrs. Bower, President of the 
Virginia Division, were present. 

The chief question with which I am confronted, often three and 
four times a day, is "Wasn't the statue down below before?" The 
fact that the gates to the statue chamber were closed before the res- 
toration evidently created an illusion which made the viewers feel it 
was lower than it was. However, the statue is at the same spot where 
it has always been since 1883. 

The controversial tapestry screen is used only when there are as- 
semblies, speeches or concerts held in the Chapel, so that the audience 
will not look directly at the statue which has always been a focal point 
,, J ° ne °f the highlights of this past year was July 28 when the 
children of the Confederacy represented by the Orange Rangers with 
Mrs S^ Rage Higginbotham as director, the Alleghany Roughs with Mrs 
1. J. Blair as director, the Belle Boyd group with Miss Gloria Purdy 
as director and the Cody Bachman Chapter with Mrs. Archer H 
Overbey as director, visited the Lee Chapel. Afterward they held a 
picnic lunch on the Washington and Lee athletic field. 

Almost daily, those of us who work at the Chapel hear state- 
ments from the visiting public to which we listen and can only smile 
when they are made. One example was a man's claiming to have a 
chair like the one in the Lee office that had been given him by the 
Lees when Robert E. Lee was President in the White House. 

One day after I had talked to a group, a man stepped up to me 
and said, "You made only one mistake". I said that I should like to 
be told my mistakes that I would not make them again. He replied 
that I should have said the "War of Northern Aggression" instead of 
the Civil War. He was from South Carolina. 

■In the museum there is a marker which states, "Here rested the 
mortal remains of Robert E. Lee before his body was removed to 
the mausoleum. One teenage boy reading it aloud to his mother said 
Here rested the moral remains of Robert E. Lee". 

Because of the interminable interest shown by Lexingtonians, 
Washington and Lee University officials and even tourists, I have 
found it advisable to carry always with me the attendance record for 
at least the last year. It is natural that the lowest attendance appears 
in the four winter months, but this year it was noteworthy that more 
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people registered in January than in February. The greatest number 
for one month usually occurs in August and this year there were 8707 
registered. 

One day this summer a member of the faculty of William and 
Mary College spent a whole day at the Chapel making a survey of 
several registration books to determine the proportional representation 
from the different states. Since I left before he completed his investi- 
gation, I didn't hear the final results but should be willing to estimate 
that outside of our own state Ohio had the greatest number. He was 
making this survey for the State of Virginia. 

From October 1, 1963, to October 1, 1964, 47,506 registered at 
the Lee Chapel, and this is 15,000 more than have registered during 
any one of the four years I have been keeping the record. Undoubt- 
edly this is due to the restoration. 

Mrs. Blair read the report of the By-Laws Committee in the ab- 
sence of the chairman, Mrs. Calvin P. Jones. 

Two Chapters in the Division sent their proposed By-Laws and 
the Committee made suggestions and found them not in conflict with 
the Division By-Laws. 

Recommendation of proposed change to the By-Laws was re- 
ceived from the Virginia Division Executive Committee. In accord- 
ance with the General By-Laws, copy was sent to the General By- 
Laws Committee, and the General Chairman advised there was no 
conflict with the General By-Laws. 

The Proposed change for your consideration is as follows: 

Recommend that Article II Organization Section 2b be amended 
by striking out the word regular from the last sentence.

I he section as it reads is: 

Sec. 2b. Chapters may be chartered in town or city where another 
chapter exists, only upon written permission of the Division President 
who shall follow usual procedure in securing approval of the Executive 
Committee. Application for a new chapter in a community where 
another chapter already exists, shall be submitted to the Division 
President sixty days prior to a regular meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Division. 

The section as proposed is: 

Sec. 2b. Chapters may be chartered in town or city where another 
chapter exists, only upon written permission of the Division President 
who shall follow usual procedure in securing approval of the Executive 
Committee. Application for a new chapter in a community where 
another chapter already exists, shall be submitted to the Division 
President sixty days prior to a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Division. 

The amendment was to strike out the word "regular" in Article 
II, Section 2B of the By-Laws. The motion was made by Mrs. Blair 
and carried to accept the amendment. 

Mrs. S. Page Higginbotham, Chairman, Children of the Confed- 
eracy Committee, stated her report was in Third Vice President's 
Report. 

Mrs. Armentrout, Division President, stated that Miss India W. 
Thomas, Chairman of the Confederate Museum Committee, is appoint- 
ed by the Confederate Memorial Literary Society. She has been 
Chairman of this Committee for many years. Miss Thomas has re- 
tired from that position; therefore, we have no report from her at this 
time.

The Convention Committee is happy to submit the following re- 
port:

REPORT OF LEE CHAPEL AND MAUSOLEUM COMMITTEE 

The work of restoring Lee Chapel having been completed, a re- 
dedication service was held in Lee Chapel October 11, 1963, this com- 
mittee being represented by Mrs. Dewey R. Wood and your chairman. 
A full description of the work done was given in the custodian's re- 
port at our 1963 Convention, which report you will find recorded in 
the 1963 minutes. I call your attention to this and trust you will 
read this account if you have not already done so. 

Much tourist interest has been manifested in this shrine during 
the past year — there having been 37,718 visitors registered since 
March 1st. 

We wish to acknowledge the contributions of 55 chapters of the 
Virginia Division and 11 Children of the Confederacy chapters. This 
is greatly appreciated. We need your continued support and trust 
that others will avail themselves of the privilege of having a part in 
this "objective" next year.

Lee Chapel and Mausoleum Committee 

Mrs. West made a motion to re-appoint Miss Mary Hamilton as 
Custodian of the Lee Chapel. Mrs. William M. Forrest seconded the 
motion, and it was carried. 

Miss Addie Purcell, Chairman of the Magazine Committee gave 
her report. 

Miss Purcell announced the two Magazine prizes. A $5 award 
was given to the Chapter that had the largest increase in magazine 
subscriptions — percentage wise. Southern Guard Chapter won this 
prize. A $5 award also went to new Chapter that had largest 100% 
membership. Arlington was the winner of this award. 

REPORT OF MAGAZINE COMMITTEE 

I come to you with my first report on the work of the Magazine 
Committee. I have enjoyed the work and have tried my best at it. 

I attended all but one of the six Distict Conferences this spring, 
and tried to make our members magazine concious; also attended a 
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number of chapter meetings, and at each talked magazine, and the 
need of 100% subscriptions to it. 

We have four new 100% chapters this year, Southern Guard, 
Arlington, Robert E. Lee of Falls Church, and Gen. Stuart. This 
makes our number now ten, a nice increase over last year, but not 
enough. We have 86 chapters subscribing to the magazine, and 
Florida with 65 chapters had last year, 19 100% chapters. So you see 
we are a long way behind. 

On September 30th we had 9992 magazine subscriptions. 25.7% 
of our membership. This is a 3% increase over last year, good but 
not good enough. Of these, 628 were renewals, and 364 new subscrip- 
tions. This sounds good, but there were 208 who did not renew, and 
those are the ones which worry me, there seems no reason for it. Two 
chapters have dropped their only subscription, and no longer have 
even one subscriber. 

I contacted each member of my committee and asked if she could 
not get her chapter to subscibe 100%. Three of us already were 
members of 100% chapters, and the fourth made her chapter 100% 
early in the year. I want to thank Mrs. Davis of Old Dominion 
Chapter for her work. She wrote me that the 100% was not possible, 
but sent me a nice lot of new subscriptions, and not a single one of 
the old subscribers failed to renew. Centennial has the best record 
for subscriptions to schools and libraries, with a membership of 32, 
they have 46 subscriptions. 

My plea to you is, PLEASE, each chapter president appoint a 
magazine chairman, and ask her to make a real canvas of her chap- 
ter for new subscriptions, and get the old subscribers to renew. This 
last is very important, because what does it profit to get five new 
subscriptions if you lose five renewals, you are where you started. In 
spite of our overall good showing, many chapters have not held their 
own. Another thing, please when sending subscriptions, give the 
name of your chapter, so that they can be credited with it.

REPORT OF PENSIONS AND RELIEF COMMITTEE 

The benevolent work of the United Daughters of the Confederacy 
is one of the most rewarding endeavors of our organization. I con- 
sider it an honor and privilege to follow Mrs. Walter Sydnor, my most 
capable predecessor as Chairman of Pensions and Relief. 

Since October 1963, sixty-seven pension applications have been 
accepted, making a total of 1155 daughters on payroll. The Confed- 
erate pension increased from $7.50 to ten dollars per month as of July 
1, 1964, largely due to the efforts of Mrs. Lewis Carper, Manassas 
Chapter, who worked so diligently through her Representative in 
General Assembly. 

Application blanks may be ordered from Miss Maxie Duty, Con- 
federate Pension Administrator, Richmond. Applicants are not dis- 
qualified if receiving Social Security and/or Welfare checks, provided 
total income does not exceed $75 per month. Exceptions can be made 
when there are "extenuating" circumstances; such as, very heavy 
medical expenses or when the applicant may be confined to a nursing 
home. 

Seventy-five widows of Confederate veterans are on the State 
payroll — seventy receive $50 and five $20 per month. 

There are four daughters on Janet Randolph Relief, who receive 
$12.50 per quarter paid by the Chapters. Please continue to con- 
tribute to this fund — derived from 7 cents per capita and voluntary 
contributions, including "Green flags" presented at Convention Roll 
Call. 

Virginia Division has paid her usual pledge of $300 to Mrs. Nor- 
man V. Randolph General Relief Fund. Also, four Virginia daughters 
made individual contributions totaling $140 to the General Relief Fund.

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REPORT ON MONUMENTS AND HISTORIC MARKERS 

Our report varies this year from previous ones. The Civil War 
Commission of Virginia is undertaking the compiling of a directory 
of all monuments and markers of historic significence. It had hoped 
to have this in readiness by November, 1964, — but since it is such a 
colossal task — and with so little co-operation — it will be delayed. 
The commission plans this directory to be a lasting memorial of their 
service for the centennial — which observance closes 1965. 

The Commision is using the two volumes which your chairman 
has placed in UDC headquarters. They have struggled with clerks 
of the courts . . . UDC Chapters . . . local newspapers . . . have writ- 
ten more than 400 letters . . . taken pictures "on their own" . . . find 
it difficult to get inscriptions . . . which are so valuable. It is a big- 
ger job than anticipated. 

If you act promptly, you may still have your own monument and 
historic marker listed. Black and white pictures are needed. The 
commission will even be willing to pay a small amount for you to 
have a professional photographer if necessary. No autos are to be in 
the photo, just the monument. Can you get busy and hasten the 
completion of this task? 

Not every picture can be used . . . but you can be assured that 
every thing you send . . . that isn't usable . . . will be turned over to 
the Virginia State Library for preservation . . . and reference. 

The commission will be using some of the duplicate material 
which I have in my home . . . for future Volume . . . ear-marked for 
State Library . . . this will save some expense . . . and expedite the 
work. Do you want to be listed? Of course you do. Let me hear 
from you ... as to what you are sending to the Commission for my 
record. Mr. Geary and Mr. Hillman are anxious that the directory be 
worthy of our great commonwealth and its Confederate history.

REPORT OF THE JEFFERSON DAVIS HIGHWAY 
COMMITTEE 

Members of the Jefferson Davis Highway Committee were con- 
tacted and asked to check that section of the Highway nearest to 
them, tor any information concerning markers. Also, the State High- 
way Department was contacted for additional data regarding the 
number of markers that have been placed, whether or not any new 
ones had been placed during the year, and if any had been repaired 
or relocated. From these sources the following report has been com- 
piled. 

We were only able to locate four markers along the Jefferson 
JJavis Highway, within the borders of the Commonwealth of Virginia 
and these are as follows:

One at the intersection of Routes 58 and 1 

It became necessary to move the marker at the intersection of 
Routes 1 and 350, because of construction. It has now been relocated 
on a spot near its original location. 

There have been no new markers erected along the Jefferson Davis 
Highway during the past year.

PATRIOTIC SERVICES AND ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 

Ninety-two questionnaires were sent with thirty-two responses. 
Of these six reported no hours. Of the responses, 11,919 hours were 
contributed to Patriotic Services. This amounts to approximately 
1490 — 8 hour days. This is a difficult committee to condense into a 
report as activities consisted of so many varying things from many 
faithful hours such as cancer crusade, Heart Fund, etc. to decorating 
windows for special patriotic events. A partial list which does not tell 
the story but does denote loving service by many faithful daughters 
is attached. 

Girl Scouts, Easter Seals, Cancer Fund, Heart Fund, Bloodmobile, 
Red Cross, Grey Ladies & Pink Ladies. Hospital Auxiliary, March of 
Dimes, United Fund, School for Retarded, Veterans Hospital, 
Children's Home Society of Va., Crippled Children's Hospital, Re- 
garding college, T. B. Association, Cystic Fibrosis, Cerebral Palsy, 
Multiple Sclerosis, Confederate Home, Charity Hospital, Civic Music, 
King's Daughters, Sheltering Arms, Museum Hostess, and Fire Com- 
pany, for a total of 11,919 hours.

Mrs. Charles K. Perkins, Registrar Chairman, stated that her full 
report had been given in Tuesday's session. 

REPORT OF SOUTHERN LITERATURE CHAIRMAN 

The first week in August report blanks were mailed to all Division 
Chapters. Follow up cards were sent to all Chapters not responding 
by September 1st. On September 14th a report of Division work was 
sent to the General Chairman of Southern Literature. 

Eighty five percent of the Chapters in the Division reported as 
follows: 

441 books contributed to libraries, value, $1,025.53.

REPORT OF STONEWALL JACKSON 
SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 

From the 90 chapters in Virginia 28 have contributed the amount 
of $596.50; $241.00 has been sent through the Virginia Division Treas- 
urer, the remainder was sent to me in checks made payable to the 
Treasurer General and sent direct to her. 

Virginia has 26 100% chapters. I have been told by several 
chapter representatives since arriving here that their chapters have 
voted to be 100% next year. 

I hope that every chapter not already 100% will make an effort 
to be 100% next year.

She said the general 
rule of thumb was that anyone who had an income over $75 a month 
was ineligible.

Miss Duty said no restrictions were placed on this money. It was 
for the use of the care of Confederate graves.

Government furnished a marker for the Confederate dead.

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formation concerning the money for upkeep for Confederate graves 
per grave. 

Miss Duty stated that for a small plot numbering about six 
graves the usual amount was about $5. 

Mrs. William T. Horton, Custodian, asked if a chapter has re- 
ceived an appropriation and hasn't used it, can it be taken away? 

Miss Duty said that after two years, that it could. Miss Duty 
asked chapters to please send in a record as of June 30 and ask in 
advance for money needed and bank it yourselves, so long as your 
report shows you are accumulating money for a special project.

MRS. J. STUART HANCKEL 
President of Albemarle Chapter 1930-1938 

"Nettie", daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R. Willis Thompson 
was born in Petersburg, Va. She married Samuel Dew and 
lived in Richmond where she was a leader in the Children of the 
Confederacy in the state. 

During a Confederate Reunion in Charlottesville she met 
Mr. J. Stuart Hanckel who married the striking, young widow 
who soon became well known for her gracious hospitality to the 
Confederate Veterans and the Sons and Daughters of Confed- 
eracy of Albemarle County. 

Her car and chauffeur were always available for historical 
purposes and errands of mercy. 

Her father had been Commander of Lee Camp U.C.V., 
and she was well versed in Confederate history. She used her 
talent for organizing by directing the Mason Gordon Chapter, 



Children of the Confederacy. One of these "children", Edward 
Overton McCue, III, was the recipient of the World War II 
Cross of Military Service which was presented on Memorial 
Day 1963. At this service, a white flower in memory of Mrs. 
Hanckel was placed in the wreath honoring the Confederate 
dead. 

Mrs. Hanckel with three other past presidents of Albemarle 
Chapter were members of the War Centennial Committee. 

She will be remembered as "Faithful Unto Death." 

MRS. HELEN EWELL HORD 

The Blue Ridge Grays Chapter No. 184 of the U.D.C. pay 
loving tribute to one of their most faithful and loyal members, 
Mrs. Helen Ewell Hord, who died June 17, 1964.

DIVISION UNITED DAUGHTERS OF THE CONFEDERACY 

This is to certify that we, the undersigned, do, hereby associate 
ourselves to establish a non-profit corporation, in which no capital 
stock is required or to be issued, under the provisions of Chapter 151 
of the Code of Virginia, and the Acts amendatory thereof, for the 
purposes and under the corporate name hereinafter mentioned, and 
to that we do certify as follows, to-wit: 

A. The name of the corporation is to be: VIRGINIA DIVISION 
UNITED DAUGHTERS OF THE CONFEDERACY. 

B. The principal office of the corporation in this State is to be 
located in the City of Richmond, Virginia. 

•J. The purposes for which it is formed are perpetual and are 
historical, benevolent, educational and social, to honor the memory 
of those who served and those who fell in the services of the Con- 
federate States; to protect, preserve and mark places made historic 
by Confederate valor; to collect and preserve the material for a 
truthful and accurate history of the War Between the States; to 
record the part taken oy Southern women in patient endurance of 
hardships and patriotic devotion during the struggle, as in untiring 
efforts after the war during the reconstruction of the South; to ful- 
fill the sacred duty of benevolence towards the survivors and toward 
those dependent upon them; to assist descendants of worthy Con- 
federates in securing proper education and to cherish the ties of 
friendship among the members of the organization; to establish, 
maintain and operate museums; to establish scholarships, endow- 
ments and memorials; to accept grants, gifts, legacies and devises 
of property, real and personal; tangible and intangible; and general- 
ly, to do any and all things necessary, convenient or proper to carry 
out the purposes of the organization.

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I: Membership 

Section 1. Those eligible for membership are women, not less 
than 16 years of age, who are widows, wives, sisters, nieces, grand- 
nieces great-grandnieces, and lineal descendants of such men, as 
served honorably in the Confederate Army, Navy, or Civil Service; 
or those unfit for active duty, both men and women, who loyally gave 
aid to the Cause. Also eligible are women who arc lineal descendants 
of correctly registered members. 

ARTICLE II: Organization 

Section 1. The Virginia Division shall be composed of local or- 
ganizations, known as chapters, and designated by such names as 
they may select, except that a newly organized chapter may not take 
the same name as another in the division. 

HISTORICAL PROOF OF ELIGIBILITY 

1. Affidavit from Chairman, State Historical Department. 

2. Certified proof from National Archives and Records 
Service, Washington, D. C. 

3. The record of any registered application now in Gen- 
eral file and stamped "Official Record on File." 

4. _ Certified copy of current history as recorded in a 
published work of recognized authenticity. Give volume and 
page. 

5. Data from tombstone, provided it contains authentic 
proof of Confederate service, location of grave to be given. 
Relationship to ancestor shall be proved by probate records 
in matters pertaining to estates. 

6. Certified copy of Confederate Veteran's pension appli- 
cation on which pension has been granted with certified proof 
of applicant's relationship to pensioner, and certified rosters 
records from Camps of Confederate Veterans. 

7. Certified copy of ancestor's Cross of Honor application 
on which Cross was granted, provided it contains authentic 
proof of Confederate Service, with sworn statements of rela- 
tionship to recipient of Cross. 

Sec. 2a. A chapter may be organized by seven (7) or more eligible 
women residing in Virginia. At least seven of charter members shall 
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be by original application. Such intention shall be made known to the 
Division President who shall inform the Executive Committee and 
secure their approval. The Division President shall make application 
to the Recording Secretary General for chapter applications and to 
business office for membership applications for all new chapters. 

Sec. 2b. Chapters may be chartered in town or city where another 
chapter exists, only upon written permission of the Division President 
who shall follow usual procedure in securing approval of the Executive 
Committee. Application for a new chapter in a community where 
another chapter already exists, shall be submitted to the Division 
President sixty days prior to a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Division. 

Sec. 2c. A Special Committee shall be appointed by the Division 
President to study applications for new chapters and make recom- 
mendations to the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. To organize a chapter, four charter applications signed 
by applicants, and four typed copies of same, names alphabetically 
arranged, shall be sent Division President, together with three copies 
of each membership application and transfer. The Charter fee of 
$7.00 for taxes, initiation fee and certificate, for each applicant, shall 
accompany membership applications and Transfer fee of 50c shall ac- 
company each transfer. Checks and Money Orders shall be made pay- 
able to Division Registrar. 

The Division President shall sign charter applications, member- 
ship blanks and transfers, marking each "Charter Member." One 
signed and one typed copy of charter application, she shall send to 
Recording Secretary-General. To Division Registrar she shall send 
three signed and three typed copies of charter application together 
with all membership applications, transfers and fees. 

The Division Registrar shall sign membership applications and 
transfers, sending same to Registrar-General, accompanied by char- 
ter applications and Treasurer's check made payable to Registrar- 
General and covering all General fees. 

Upon acceptance, the Registrar-General shall send list of these 
names to Recording Secretary-General who shall then issue the char- 
ter. 

The Recording Secretary-General shall notify Registrar-General 
of assigned chapter number which shall be placed on each applica- 
tion and transfer. 

The Registrar-General shall return to Division Registrar two 
copies of applications and transfers together with one signed char- 
ter application for the Division Charter Book. 

The Division Registrar shall then forward one copy of each mem- 
bership application and transfer to chapter registrars, retaining one 
copy of each for Division files. 

A member desiring to be registered on more than one ancestor 
shall fill out an application for each ancestor on whom she wishes to 
claim eligibility. A separate certificate shall be issued for each line 
established, the member paying $2.00 for each additional certificate. 
One dollar of this fee shall be sent General Organization. 

Sec. 4. Instructions for organizing C of C chapters may be found 
in C of C Constitution in General Minutes. 

Sec. 5. Chapters may be organized anytime between December 
1st and September 1st. 
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Sec. 6. Requests from chapters for change of name, duplicate 
charters or other changes, shall be sent Recording Secretary-General 
through the Division Registrar, accompanied by charter fee of $7.00. 

Requests for change of name or similar changes shall be accom- 
panied by statement from Executive Board of chapter, setting forth 
that such action was taken at regular chapter meeting and that as 
many as seven had not voted against such change. 

Sec. 7. A defunct chapter may be reinstated by paying Division 
and General taxes on not less than seven members for one year in 
arrears and the current year. If charter was surrendered a duplicate 
may be obtained for charter fee of $7.00. 

Sec. 8. A member resigning in good standing may be reinstated 
by paying the current year's per capita tax, provided the resignation 
was reported by the Division Treasurer on the annual per capita list 
to Treasurer-General in the year of the resignation. 

Sec. 9. Members dropped for non-payment of dues may be re- 
instated by paying one year's arrears and current year's per capita 
taxes. 

Sec. 10. Members of the Division and chapters may reside any- 
where, but the active officers must be residents of the same section 
(Section may be defined as locality or vicinity where regular attend- 
ance and participation in activities is permitted) as the chapter and 
at least seven (7) of those applying for charter must be residents of 
state wherein chapter is located. 

Sec. 11. Members in good standing wishing to become charter 
members of new chapter shall send three copies of transfers, obtained 
from chapter registrar in usual procedure for $1.00 together with 
transfer fee of 50c, charter application and fees as provided in Section 
3. this Article. 



ARTICLE III: Certificates of Membership and Transfer 

Section 1. Certificates signed by President-General and Regis- 
trar-General shall be sent Division President when eligibility is estab- 
lished and fees paid. The Division President shall sign and forward 
them to chapter Presidents, who shall present them to new members. 

Applicants for membership shall fill three U. D. C. application 
blanks, giving full name of Confederate ancestor or relative and en- 
closing certified copy of his service. This record shall be verified by 
one of seven rules of eligibility as in Article I. Papers shall be signed 
by Notary with Seal and chapter officers, giving date of admission. 
Applicants shall sign own petitions giving full married and maiden 
names and addresses. 

Signatures on Certificates shall be of those in office on the day of 
acceptance and shall agree with date of Registrar-General's report. 

Applications shall be sent Division Registrar accompanied by 
check for $5.50. The Division Registrar, after recording shall send 
same to Registrar-General, accompanied by Division Treasurer's 
check for $5.00. This fee includes Initiation fee, Certificate fee, and 
per capita tax. If meeting requirements, one copy shall be filed in 
the Business office, and two copies returned to Division Registrar, 
who shall file one copy and forward one copy to Chapter Registrar. 
This constitutes final notice of enrollment. 

Duplicate Certificate may be obtained directly from Business 
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Office for fee of $1.00 and shall be exact copy with word "duplicate" 
written in margin. 

Sec. 2. A member desiring a transfer shall apply to Registrar of 
chapter of which she is member, who shall issue transfer blanks in 
triplicate copied from records on hand. These blanks shall be pre- 
sented to Registrar of chapter that applicant desires to join, who 
shall present them to chapter for acceptance and signature. She shall 
then send all three blanks to Division Registrar accompanied by fee 
of $1.50 (Transfer 50c, Certificate $1.00). The Division Registrar 
shall be responsible for checking applicant's status with Division 
Treasurer before forwarding transfer blanks with fee to Divi- 
sion Registrar for recording. Transfers shall be presented within a 
year to be valid. 

Sec. 3. C of C members desiring transfers to U. D. C. shall send 
request to Business Office with following information: Full name and 
address, married name if married, name and address of C of C chap- 
ter and name and address of chapter she wishes to join. 

The office shall issue the transfer, sending name to Third Vice 
President-General, who shall sign and send in triplicate to Registrar 
of chapter applicant wishes to join. Chapter Registrar shall sign all 
three blanks and forward to Division Registrar accompanied by fee 
of $3.00 of which $2.50 shall be sent Registrar-General with trans- 
fers, to cover certificate and per capita taxes. 

Sec. 4. C of C members shall be eligible to transfer to U. D. C. 
at 16 years of age but may remain C of C members until they reach 
age 21. 

Sec. 5. When a chapter becomes inactive those members whose 
dues are paid for current year, may be transferred to active chapter, 
fee exempt by applying to Division Registrar. 

Members in good standing, not transferring at time of disband- 
ing of chapter or by end of year for which dues are paid, but later 
wishing to become members of active chapter may do so by applying 
to Division Registrar. Members shall pay taxes for current year to 
chapter to which she is transferring in addition to transfer fee of 50c. 

Members dropped for non-payment of dues from a chapter later 
becoming defunct, may be reinstated in an active chapter by applying 
to Division Registrar for transfer and paying one year's arrears and 
current year's taxes in addition to transfer fee of 50c. 

Sec. 6. Members in good standing desiring transfers may apply to 
Division Registrar if refused one by chapter. 

Sec. 7. Chapters may have as many Honorary Members as de- 
sired, provided they are not listed as tax paying members on annual 
per capita lists sent Division Treasurer. 



ARTICLE IV. Conventions 

Section 1. Conventions shall be held annually on the first Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday of October. Plans shall be presented 
by Convention Committee two years in advance and the Executive 
Committee empowered to change time and place in case of unavoidable 
circumstances. 

Sec. 2. Chapters shall be entitled in Division Conventions to one 
vote for first seven members and one vote for every additional 25 
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members, provided per capita taxes have been paid on said members 
and credentials submitted as required. 

Sec. 3. A Credential blank for listing names of Delegates and 
Alternates shall be sent with Convention Call to each chapter presi- 
dent. When filled this blank shall be returned to Credentials Chair- 
man not later than five days prior to convention. 

Chairman of Credentials shall furnish the Credentials Committee 
with list of chapters complying with these requirements. 

Sec. 4. Members of Executive Committee, Honorary Presidents, 
District Chairmen and Chairmen of Standing Committees shall each 
be entitled to one vote. 

No delegate shall cast more than one personal vote nor proxy for 
more than two chapters. 

Sec. 5. Registration fee shall be $2.00 for each Delegate and Alter- 
nate attending Division Conventions. Visitors $1.00 each. The Chair- 
man of Credentials shall be responsible for collection of this fee, for 
which a numbered receipt shall be given. All fees shall be turned 
over to Division Treasurer immediately. 

ARTICLE V. Officers, Elections, and Terms of Officers 

Section 1. The Officers of the Virginia Division shall be, Presi- 
dent, First, Second and Third Vice Presidents, Recording and Cor- 
responding Secretaries, Treasurer, Registrar, Historian, Recorder of 
Crosses and Custodian. 

Sec. 2. These officers shall be elected annually for a term of one 
year. Nominations shall be from floor and majority of votes cast 
shall constitute an election. 

Should there be only one candidate for any office the vote may 
be viva voce. 

Sec. 3. Election of officers shall follow immediately the reading 
of the Minutes of the morning session of second day of convention. 

Sec. 4. Officers shall not be eligible for the same office for more 
than two consecutive terms of one year each, except the Treasurer 
who shall be eligible for four consecutive terms of one year each, 
and the Historian, Registrar and Recording Secretary, who shall be 
eligible for three consecutive terms of one year each. 

Sec. 5. Any officer having served two years in office shall not be 
eligible for the same office or any other office until the expiration of 
one year, except in case of an officer eligible for the office of president 
and those exempt in Article V Sec. 4. 

Sec. 6. Installation of officers shall immediately precede adjourn- 
ment of convention. 



ARTICLE VI. Duties of Officers 

Section 1. The President shall be resident of Virginia and shall 
preside at all meetings of Convention, Executive Committee and Ex- 
ecutive Board. She shall fill vacancies occurring in office, shall sign all 
orders on Treasury and countersign all checks. 

She shall appoint committees authorized by convention, notifying 
members of appointment and furnishing chairmen with names of 
members of respective committees. 

She shall be Chairman of delegation attending General Conven- 
tion acting as Delegate for chapters not represented. 
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She shall submit a report to General Convention formulated from 
Division Convention reports. 

The retiring Division President shall be recognized as President 
for purpose of reporting her final year's work to General Convention 
and as such shall be accorded all honors and privileges of this office 
in making said report. 

She shall submit to Finance Committee, an estimate of proposed 
expenses to General Conventions, and upon approval the Finance 
Committee shall return to her a check for approved amount. At close 
of General Convention she shall submit to Finance Committee an 
itemized account of expenses incurred. 

She shall appoint Chairmen and members of Standing and Special 
Committees and shall recommend to President-General the Directors 
as required by General Organization. A list of these shall be sent 
Division Recording Secretary by November 12th. 

She shall have privilege of selecting a Division member to serve 
as Corresponding Secretary and upon election shall present her name 
to convention for confirmation. 

She shall submit annual reports as Division President, Chairman 
of Executive Committee and Executive Board, the latter two jointly 
with Division Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The First Vice President shall assist the President in dis- 
charge of her duties and in her absence assume the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the office. In event of resignation or death of Presi- 
dent she shall become President with full powers and duties of office. 

She shall be official custodian of U. D. C. and Virginia Division 
badges, insignia and blanks necessary for ordering them. These shall 
be issued only upon requisition of chapter presidents. 

She shall be custodian of Virginia flag and responsible for its 
safe transportation to and from conventions. 

She shall plan and preside over President's Evening. 

Sec. 3. The Second Vice President shall be Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Education and have charge of educational interests of the 
Division. 

She shall require annual reports from chapters preparing there- 
from a statistical report for convention. 

She shall keep record of notes and other indebtedness connected 
with scholarship loans and take necessary action in collecting them. 

She shall forward payments on loans to Division Treasurer 
promptly. 

She shall formulate rules for awarding Division scholarships and 
loans in co-operation with her committee, and shall examine applica- 
tions for Division and General scholarships recommending to whom 
they shall be awarded. 

She shall prepare and have printed a circular of information on 
scholarships and loans, mailing same with General Education folders 
to all chapters by March 1st of each year. 

Education securities shall be placed in deposit box in custody of 
Division Treasurer. 

Candidates for this office shall have served as members of the 
Committee on Education, as Division Officers or Chapter Presidents. 

Sec. 4. The Third Vice President shall be Director of the Children 
of the Confederacy in Virginia, 

She shall keep complete roster of C of C chapters, shall check, 
approve and sign C of C applications forwarding one copy to Third 
Vice President-General, retaining one copy for Division files and 
returning one copy to chapters for their files. 
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She shall sign all C of C Certificates of Membership. 

She shall co-operate with Division Historian in selection of sub- 
jects for Essays and shall send copy of Yearbook with Historical 
Yearbook of Division to all chapters. 

She shall submit combined report as Third Vice President and 
Chairman of C of C Committee. 

Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep an accurate record of 
proceedings of Annual Conventions, Executive Committee and Execu- 
tive Board meetings. 

Following each Executive Committee meeting she shall send copies 
of proceedings to each Committee member. 

She shall prepare and have published the Minutes of Annual Con- 
vention, copy havins" been approved by Division President. 

As retiring Secretary she shall compile, publish and distribute 
the Minutes of the convention at which her successor is elected. 

She shall secure at least three bids for printing Minutes, from 
responsible printers with samples of paper and type to be used. The 
most advantageous bid shall be accepted by Finance Chairman and 
Recording Secretary. 

Manuscript for the Minutes shall be in the hands of the printer 
by November 15th of each year, the contract requiring that Minutes 
be ready for distribution by January 1st. 

Minutes of the Annual Convention shall be distributed according 
to Article XI, Section 4 of Bylaws. 

Forty days before convention she shall mail to all chapters the 
Convention Call, Credential blank, report forms and other conven- 
tion literature. Immediately upon close of convention she shall mail 
to Executive Committee and Chapter Presidents, a list of Division 
Officers with addresses. At this time she shall provide the Division 
President with copy of Convention Minutes and reports. 

She shall keep a roster of Division chapters with date of organ- 
ization of each, and names and addresses of officers. 

She shall co-operate with District Chairmen in sale and distribu- 
tion of Minutes. 

She shall provide the Recording Secretary General with a tripli- 
cate list of chapters in the Division, number of members in each, 
names and addresses of officers, these to be alphabetically arranged 
according to towns wherein located, and in the hands of the Record- 
ing Secretary General by November 1st of each year. 

Sec. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspond- 
ence of the Division, keeping an accurate record of same with all 
mail received. 

She shall assist the President with her correspondence and shall 
mail Convention Calls and Credentials when requested. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall receive and receipt for all monies of 
the Division, keeping a record book wherein such transactions are 
entered. Her books and papers shall be open to Executive Committee 
and Finance Committee. 

She shall make an annual report to convention and a monthly re- 
port to Division President and Chairman of Finance, showing re- 
ceipts, expenditures and balance on hand. 

She shall deposit money in name of "Virginia Division U. D. C. 
per Division Treasurer" in a National bank, member of Federal Re- 
serve System, selected by Finance Committee and approved by Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Money shall be paid only upon her check, counter- 
signed by Division President or in President's absence by First Vice 
President. 
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Bonds and securities shall be deposited in same bank, the bank 
required to furnish three receipts as custodian. One receipt shall be 
filed with Division President, one with Chairman of Finance and one 
with Division Treasurer, Withdrawals shall be authorized only by 
those holding receipts with the Division Seal affixed thereto. 

Ten days before conventions she shall send a copy of her annual 
report to Division President. 

Fifteen days before convention she shall send to Division Regis- 
trar a list of chapters in good standing with number oi tax-paying 
members in each, to be used as basis for convention representation. 

Sixty days before conventions she shall notify Presidents of delin- 
quent chapters that unless taxes are paid within thirty days they shall 
be denied representation in convention. 

The Treasurer's books shall close on September 1st and money 
received after that date shall be credited to following year. 

She shall decline payment of claims not provided for in Bylaws, 
referring same to Chairman of Finance. 

She shall keen a current card file of Division members to be 
turned over to her successor with all books and balance in Treas- 
ury, immediately upon her election. 

She shall co-operate with Chairman of Education in collection of 
scholarship loans and notes. 

She shall give yearly bond for sum determined by Executive 
Committee, said bond to be in custody of Division President. 

The retiring Treasurer shall automatically become member of 
Finance Committee, serving until such time as her successor concludes 
her term as Treasurer. 



Sec. 8. The Registrar shall approve and sign applications and 
transfers conforming to Article I of Bylaws. 

She shall keep an alphabetical record of members with date of 
registration. 

She shall keep card file of membership, kept up currently by 
checking with per capita blanks. 

She shall make four copies of a monthly report to Regristrar-Gen- 
eral, sending one copy to Division President, one to Division Treas- 
urer, one to Registrar-General, retaining one copy for her files. The 
Treasurer's copy shall include ancestor's record of service. 

She shall keep Registrar's account in bank wherein shall be de- 
posited registration fees. 

A check covering registration fees shall accompany her report to 
Division Treasurer, who shall return to Division Registrar, the Divi- 
sion check covering General fees made payable to Registrar-General. 
This check shall be sent with report and applications to Registrar- 
General. 

Before submitting applications for transfer she shall check appli- 
cant's status with Division Treasurer. 

Upon receipt of completed applications from Registrar- General, 
the Division Registrar shall forward one copy to chapter registrar 
and retain one copy of each for Division files. This shall constitute 
final notice of enrollment. 

Twenty days before convention she shall compile a list of chap- 
ters with number of accredited members and votes of each. After 
checking with Treasurer's list this list shall be sent Chairman of Cre- 
dentials for use as basis of convention representation. 

Annual reports shall be made to Convention and to Registrar- 
General. 

Sec. 9. The Historian shall be Chairman of the Committee on 
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History, endeavoring to increase interest in history and collecting 
historical papers. 

She shall examine school text books, making necessary recom- 
mendations according to true and impartial history. 

She shall supervise the work of chapter historians, requiring from 
them an annual report, from which she shall prepare a concise statis- 
tical report, including names of A-l chapters, for convention. 

She shall plan and preside, over Historical Evening, the program 
to be limited to two hours and approved by Division President. 

She shall prepare annual programs for chapters, sending them 
with program of Historian-General immediately these are received. 
Two copies shall be sent each chapter for use of Historian and Pres- 
ident and one copy of each sent Division President. A sufficient num- 
ber shall be sent Third Vice President for use of C of C chapters. 

She shall be Chairman of Literature, recommending worthwhile 
books and histories to chapters and convention. 

A report of this work shall be incorporated in her report as His- 
torian. 

She shall appoint one member of her committee to serve as Chair- 
man of Historical Work in Schools, the duties of said Chairmen to 
be outlined and supervised by Historian. Said Chairman shall make 
an annual report to Division Conventions. 

She shall keep a record of office, with copies of Yearbooks, Pro- 
grams _ and official correspondence, to be delivered to her successor 
immediately upon election. 

Sec. 10. The Recorder of Crosses shall furnish information and 
blanks for the awarding of Crosses of Military Service. Her duties 
shall be such as outlined in rules governing the bestowal of such 
awards as set forth in General Minutes. 

An annual report with financial statement shall be made. 

Sec. 11. The Custodian shall have custody of and furnish appli- 
cations, transfer blanks and official stationery. 

The die used for official insignia shall be in her custody and 
loaned only upon written permission of Division President. 

All portable property of the Division shall be in her custody 
when not in use. 

She shall submit annual report to Division President, listing all 
property in her custody. 

An annual report with receipts and disbursements shall be made 
to convention. 

Sec. 12(a). Districts and District Chairmen. The Virginia Divi- 
sion shall be divided into six districts. 

Each District shall be supervised by a Chairman, elected annually 
at District Conferences by the chapters, and eligible to serve for two 
consecutive years. Chairmen shall take office at close of Division 
Convention, at which time they shall be installed with Division Offi- 
cers. 

(b) The following shall be duties of a Chairman: She shall di- 
rect the work of her District, endeavoring to stimulate interest in all 
phases of the work. 

She shall fix the dates for spring conferences, notifying chapters 
of,-$ime and place approved by Division President. 

She shall arrange all details of conference, bearing in mind, that 
such meetings are chapter workshops wherein only matters relating 
to approved chapter activities shall be discussed. 



She shall serve as member of Nominating Committee, requesting 
chapter officers to submit to her, names of women eligible for Division 
offices. 

She shall serve as member of the Committee for the Organization 
of New Chapters and as such be responsible for the organization and 
reactivation of chapters in her district. 

She shall carefully enumerate, from information solicited from 
Chapters in her district, the number of copies of Minutes required 
and shall report this number to Division Recording Secretary before 
the close of Annual Convention. 

She shall distribute Minutes in her District, forwarding all money 
to Division Treasurer promptly. 

She shall present concise report to convention reporting only her 
work as chairman. Word limit 250. 

A candidate for this office shall have served as a chapter officer, 
and rendered valuable service to the chapter. 

District Chairmen shall be required to edit #1 Chapter Reports, 
Narrative section, deleting as necessary to make conform to require- 
ments of 300 words for publication. She shall then furnish three (3) 
typed copies of this report to the Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 13. Honorary Presidents. The number of Honorary Presi- 
dents shall be limited to 10 women who have rendered notable service 
to Division and whose names have been approved by Executive Com- 
mittee before being presented to convention. 

Inasmuch as Past-Presidents have held the highest office in the 
Division, they shall not be eligible for this office from 1954 on. 

ARTICLE VII. Standing Committees and Duties 

Section 1. There shall be 21 Standing Committees as follows: 

1. The Executive Committee shall be composed of Division Of- 
ficers, Past-Presidents, District Chairmen, Chairman of Finance and 
Chairman of Pensions and Relief. 

It shall be their duty to conduct Division affairs between Execu- 
tive Board meetings and Annual Conventions; have supervision 
and control over Division properties and affairs. They shall meet be- 
fore conventions and once between conventions. Other meetings at 
discretion of President. 

2. The Executive Board shall be composed of Executive Commit- 
tee, Honorary Presidents, Chapter Presidents, Chairmen of Stand- 
ing and Special Committees. They shall meet once during conventions 
when deemed necessary. They shall have authority over Division 
affairs between conventions and meetings of Executive Committee. 

3. The Bylaws Committee shall be composed of three members to 
whom shall be submitted chapter bylaws for approval before adoption. 
They shall examine bylaws and report any conflict with Division 
bylaws. 

Copies of proposed amendments shall be in hands of this commit- 
tee at least 30 days before presentation for adoption. Copies of by- 
laws to be amended shall accompany them. 

In the even years when amendments may be made to Division by- 
laws it shall be the duty of this committee to pass on whether they 
are germane and in proper form. 

4. The Children of the Confederacy Committee shall be composed 
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of five members with Division Third Vice President as Chairman. 
They shall strive to promote C of C work and assist the Chairman 
with duties as requested. 

An annual report shall be incorporated in report of Third Vice 
President. 

5. The Confederate Museum Committee shall be composed of 
three members whose duty it shall be to collect and preserve through 
Chairman, materials relating to War Between the States to be dis- 
played in the Confederate Museum, Richmond. 

6. The Convention Committee shall consist of three members who 
shall arrange Division Conventions two years in advance. They shall 
arrange all details other than those usually undertaken by local com- 
mittees. Should convention be completely self-entertaining the Chair- 
man of this committee shall serve as General Convention Chairman. 

7. The Committee on Credentials shall be composed of five mem- 
bers whose duty it shall be to examine and verify credentials and col- 
lect registration fees. 

A Vice Chairman shall be appointed from Hostess Chapter to 
assist in making arrangements for work of this committee. 

The Chairman shall be responsible for ordering sufficient badges 
for convention use. 

She shall secure from Division Registrar a list of chapters with 
number of members and votes allotted each, and shall furnish the 
committee with a list of duly elected delegates and alternates. Within 
10 days of close of convention the Chairman shall send to Division 
Recording Secretary a list of chapters with number of votes allotted 
each and whether represented by delegate or proxy. Credentials re- 
ceived later than five days before convention shall not be recognized. 

A partial report shall be made on opening morning of convention 
with full report to follow before elections. 

8. The Committee on Education shall be composed of three mem- 
bers with Second Vice President as Chairman. They shall strive to 
promote educational interests of Division and receive applications for 
scholarships and loans, awarding same. They shall serve in advisory 
capacity to chapter chairmen. 

9. The Committee on Finance shall be composed of three mem- 
bers, one of whom shall be retiring Treasurer. All shall be women 
of recognized business ability approved by Executive Committee. 

They shall pass on resolutions involving payment, investment or 
transfer of funds, shall approve auditor selected by Treasurer and 
arrange for complete audit of Treasurer's books and securities. The 
Chairman shall present auditor's report in addition to her own which 
shall include full details of financial standing of Division. Items not 
provided for in bylaws shall be submitted to this committee before 
being presented to Executive Committee and shall be approved by both 
before approval of Division President is sought. 

The Division President and Treasurer shall be members ex-officio 
of this committee. 

10. The Committee on History shall be composed of five members 
with Division Historian as Chairman. 

They shall seek to promote interest in accurate, impartial history 
and assist in arrangements for Historical Evening. 

One member of this committee appointed by Chairman shall serve 
as Chairman of Historical Work in Schools, her work to be super- 
vised by Chairman and an annual report submitted. 



11. Lee Chapel and Mausoleum Committee shall be composed of 
five members to be appointed as vacancies occur who shall select, 
subject to the approval of Washington and Lee Chapel committee, a 
Custodian for Lee Chapel to be elected annually by the Division. 
They shall meet at least once each year, at which time the Chairman 
shall give report of custodian's work, based on her monthly reports. 

They shall be responsible for renewal of contract with Washing- 
ton and Lee and shall seek to promote increasing interest in this 
Shrine. An annual report shall be made. 

12. The Magazine Committee shall consist of five members, with 
the Director as Chairman. They shall give widespread publicity to 
UDC Magazine, seeking to increase subscriptions. 

The Chairman shall require annual report from each chapter 
from which she shall formulate a concise statistical report for con- 
vention. 

13. The Memorial Committee shall be composed of five members 
whose duty it shall be to compile a list of deceased Division members, 
and arrange a memorial service for them during each Annual Con- 
vention. 

Special memorials and deceased lists shall be in hands of this 
committee by September Sth each year. 

The Chairman shall send to Division Recording Secretary and 
General Memorial Chairman copies in triplicate of lists of deceased 
members by September 15th. 

The Chairman shall arrange for wreath to be placed on Jefferson 
Davis monument in Richmond annually on June 3rd and wreath at 
Lee Chapel in Lexington, Virginia, each year on Memorial Day. 

14. Committee on Music shall be composed of three members 
who shall seek to encourage the singing of Southern songs and collect 
through the Chairman, musical programs suitable for chapter use, to 
be so recommended. 

An annual report shall be made. 

15. Committee on New Business shall be composed of three mem- 
bers who shall meet before and between sessions of convention to 
receive copies of proposed recommendations before being presented 
on convention floor. 

Recommendations shall be in writing and signed by proponent. 

16. The Nominating Committee shall be composed of seven mem- 
bers, namely, the six District Chairmen and a Chairman appointed 
by Division President. 

They shall consider names presented for Division offices, not ac- 
cepting candidates after first day of convention. 

Names of candidates shall be posted immediately following re- 
port of this committee and elections shall be conducted according to 
Article V of bylaws. 

17. The Committee for the Organization of New Chapters shall be 
composed of seven members; namely, the six District Chairmen and a 
Chairman who shall be appointed by the Division President. 

It shall be their responsibility to organize new chapters and re- 
activate those now inactive. 

An annual report shall be made. 

18. The Pension and Relief Committee shall be composed of five 
members with the Chairman serving as Director of Mrs. Norman V. 
Randolph Relief Fund and submitting report as such. 
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This committee shall examine and act upon applications for pen- 
sions and administer relief through the Janet Randolph Relief Fund. 

Applications for relief shall be sent through chapter presidents, 
whose duty it shall be to investigate and endorse them. 

An annual report shall be made. 

19. The Policy Committee shall be composed of three Past-Presi- 
dents, appointed by Executive Committee and eligible to serve for two 
consecutive years. They shall act in an advisory capacity to Division 
Presidents, advising on matters of policy arising between conventions. 

20. The Program Committee shall be composed of three members 
whose duty it shall be to arrange programs for all sessions of the 
convention, subject to approval of Division President. 

The Chairman shall secure and submit bids to Division President, 
for printing official programs, the most advantageous to be accepted. 
The Chairman shall be responsible for correct printing and delivery 
of programs to Credentials Chairman at Convention Headquarters. 

21. The Publicity Committee shall be composed of three members 
whose duty it shall be to see that widespread publicity is given news- 
worthy accomplishments of the organization through press, UDC 
Magazine, radio and television. 

They shall collect and preserve, through chairman, material suit- 
able for broadcast purposes, recommending use of same to chapter 
chairmen. They shall encourage and arrange programs for broadcast 
purposes, dealing with Southern history and they shall call attention 
to errors heard in broadcasts that are in conflict with true, impartial 
history. 

They shall especially arrange convention publicity in cooperation 
with local press relations, radio and television chairmen. 

An annual report shall be required from each chapter and a com- 
bined report, based on chapter reports, shall be made to the conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE VIII. Finances 

Section 1. The Charter Fee shall be $7.00, $5.00 for General Or- 
ganization and $2.00 for Division. 

Sec. 2. Each chapter shall on or before February 15 pay into the 
Division Treasury per capita tax of $2.00 on each registered mem- 
ber, ($1.50 for General Organization and 50 cents for Division). A 
typed list of members on whom tax is paid shall accompany check 
made payable to Division Treasurer. 

Taxes shall be paid on all new members for fiscal year in which 
admitted. Members admitted after September 1st shall be counted on 
following year. 

Chapters in arrears shall be suspended until taxes are paid. 

Sec. 3. Solicitation of Funds: Circulars and letters soliciting funds 
for any purpose shall not be circulated unless approved by Executive 
Committee. 

Sec. 4. All Division Officers and Chairmen shall be required to 
submit to Finance Chairman and Division President any proposed 
expenditures in the amount of $50.00 or more, before work is con- 
tracted, for the approval of the above mentioned officers; otherwise 
the Division will not be responsible for such debts. 

Sec. 5. Transfer of funds shall be approved by Finance Commit- 
tee and Executive Committee. 
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Resolutions involving $2,000 or more shall be approved by Fi- 
nance Committee and Executive Committee and then presented to chap- 
ters for endorsement. A majority vote shall be required. 

Sec. 6. A sum not exceeding $250.00 shall be appropriated an- 
nually for expenses of Division Presidents, excluding expenses to two 
General and two Division Conventions and the District Conferences. 
Should additional funds be necessary application shall be made to Fi- 
nance Committee with the approval of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 7. The sum of $300.00 shall be appropriated annually for 
Division Convention Expenses. 

Sec. 8. A sum not exceeding $50.00 shall be appropriated an- 
nually for work of Third Vice President as C of C Director. 

Sec. 9. A sum not exceeding $150.00 shall be appropriated an- 
nually for work of Historian. 

$75.00 shall be appropriated annually for historical prizes. 

Should additional funds be necessary the Finance Committee, with 
approval of Executive Committee, may provide necessary amount up to 
$50.00. 

Sec. 10. A sum not exceeding $15.00 shall be appropriated an- 
nually for work of each District Chairman, said sum to cover all 
expenses. 

Sec. 11. Each chapter shall be responsible for following obliga- 
tions annually: 

Division Tax, per capita , - $ .50 

General Tax, per capita - ~ ~ 1.50 

Education Fund, per capita _ .12 

Historical Fund, per capita - 07 

Convention Fund, per capita _ 07 

President's Expense Fund, per capita - 07 

Mrs. Norman V. Randolph Relief Fund, per capita .07 

Janet Randolph Relief Fund, per capita 07 

Confederate Museum Fund ($25 Life Members), per capita 03 

Division Minutes, first copy (additional copies .50 each) 2.50 

Children of the Confederacy, per capita _ -. 07 

Sec. 12. The following objectives shall be contributed to as gen- 
erously as possible: 

Lee Chapel and Mausoleum Fund, Southern Literature for Home 
and Foreign Libraries. 



ARTICLE IX. Pins, Badges, Insignia and Ribbons 

Section 1. The Seal of the Division shall be same as that of Gen- 
eral Organization with additional words "Virginia Division" in outer 
rim. 

Sec. 2. The Badge of Virginia Division shall be an open circle 
of white enamel bearing in letters of gold, the words, "Daughters 
of the Confederacy, 1861-65" with the first and last flags of Confed- 
eracy crossed in open center. 

Sec. 3. The U. D. C. Badge shall be a reproduction of the Con- 
federate flag (Stars and Bars) in white, blue and scarlet enamel, 
surrounded by laurel wreath bearing the letters "U. D. C." under the 
flag and the dates "61-65" on the loops of bow tying wreath. 
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Sec. 4. The official ribbon of the U. D. C. shall be grosgrain silk, 
one and one-fourth inches wide, composed of three stripes, alternat- 
ing red, white and red. 

This ribbon shall be worn by Division Presidents, from the right 
shoulder, crossing the breast and fastened on left side. 

The ribbon worn by Past-Presidents of the Division shall be of 
white watered silk with red stripe down center and smaller red stripe 
bordering each side. It shall be same width and worn in same man- 
ner as the Division President in Division Conventions. 

The ribbon worn by Honorary Division Presidents shall be of 
white watered silk with red stripe down center. The width shall be 
same as that of Division President and worn in same manner in 
Division Conventions. 

In General Conventions, Past-Presidents and Honorary Presidents 
shall be privileged to wear a four and one-half inch length of the 
ribbon by which their official rank is designated in Division. 

Sec. 5. Badges or U. D. C. Insignia shall be worn over the left 
breast at U. D. C. meetings or occasions worthy of its display. 



ARTICLE X. Reports 

Section 1. Officers reports shall be as brief as consistent with ac- 
curate account of work accomplished. 

Sec. 2. Reports of District Chairman shall be limited to 250 
words. 

Sec. 3. Committee reports shall not exceed 250 words. 

Sec. 4. Chapter reports shall not exceed 300 words and shall be 
in hands of District Chairmen by September 15th. 

Sec. 5. Reports shall be typewritten, double spaced and in trip li- 
cate and shall be left with Recording Secretary immediately upon be- 
ing read. 



Sec. 6. Reports not read to convention shall not be printed in 
Minutes. 

Sec. 7. The Recording Secretary shall be required to reduce re- 
ports to correct length for Minutes. 



ARTICLE XI. Minutes 

Section 1. Manuscript for Minutes shall be delivered to printer 
by November 15th. 

Sec. 2. The Recording Secretary shall secure at least three bids 
for printing Minutes, with samples of paper and type to be used 
the most advantageous bid to be accepted by Finance Chairman and 
Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 3. Each chapter shall purchase one copy of Minutes at $2.50 
additional copies, 50 cents. 

Sec. 4. One copy of Minutes shall be sent gratis to members of 
Executive Committee, General Officers, Custodian Lee Chapel, Confed- 



erate Museum, Virginia State Library, Battle Abbey, Virginia His- 
torical Society, Virginia Comptroller's Office and remaining copies to 
District Chairmen for distribution. 

ARTICLE XII. Order of Business 

Section 1. The transaction of business in Division Conventions 
shall be governed by usual rules of procedure and debate as observed 
in all deliberative assemblies. 

The following shall be order of business, with last fifteen 
minutes of each session devoted to new business.

ARTICLE XIII. Arbitration 

In cases of differences between chapter and Division officers, or 
between individual members and chapter or Division officers, the 
ruling of the General Organization, Article XVII, General Bylaws, 
shall apply. 

ARTICLE XIV. Use of Rosters 

Furnishing a roster of the General Organization, the Virginia 
Division or a Chapter to an individual or organization, to be used to 
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create interest in or to solicit funds for other than approved UDC 
work is strictly prohibited. 

ARTICLE XV. Parliamentary Authority 

Roberts' Rubs of Order, Revised, shall be the parliamentary au- 
thority for the Virginia Division. 

ARTICLE XVI. Quorum 

Section 1. Fifteen chapters shall constitute a quorum for Division 
Conventions. 

^ Sec. 2. Seven members shall constitute a quorum for Executive 
Committee meetings. 

Sec. 3. Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum for Executive 
Board meetings. 



ARTICLE XVII. Amendments 

Section 1 These bylaws may be amended every two years dat- 
ing frorn 1954, by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting at 
Annual Conventions. Proposed amendments shall be signed by pro- 
ponent and in hands of Bylaws Committee by July 1st 



STANDING RULES 

1. Chapters shall confine their contributions to approved U. D. C 
work. 

2. All chapter treasurers must follow the instructions given in Divi- 
sion Treasurers' Information Guide and Chapter Obligations 
should be in the hands of Division treasurer by June 1st Per 
capita lists sent to Division treasurer MUST BE TYPED . 

3. a. District chairmen are responsible for sale of Division Minutes 
I hey are to make one yearly report, accompanied by check, to 
Division treasurer by August 15th. 

b. Special Memorials shall be sent by chapter Memorial chair- 
man to Division Memorial chairman, accompanied by check to 
cover. The Division Memorial chairman shall make one yearly 
report, sending Memorial list with one check to cover to the 
Division treasurer by September 15. 

4. The Division shall pay fees incurred by audit of Treasurer's 
books, the Treasurer's bond, and necessary deposit boxes. 

5. The Division shall not be responsible for expenses incurred by 
General Chairmen or Committees. 

6. Officers and chairmen shall present expense accounts every three 
months to Division president for approval on form provided by 
treasurer and accompanied by all receipts. No request for pay- 






ment of expense of any kind shall be approved or paid unless 
handled in this manner. 

7. Expenses for the current year shall not be approved unless pre- 
sented within 30 days following Annual Convention. 

8. Officers and Chairmen shall keep a record book of information 
relative to their duties, to be passed on to their successor im- 
mediately upon election. 

9. Chapter Presidents shall not be recognized as Convention dele- 
gates unless duly elected such by their chapters. 

10. At first business session of convention the President shall ap- 
point the following committees to serve during convention: 
Courtesy of three members; Timekeepers of three members; 
and Tellers of three members. 

11. A stenographic recorder shall be provided by the Division for 
conventions, selection to be made by Recording Secretary and 
President. 

12. A Parliamentarian selected by President shall be provided by 
Division for conventions. 

13. All Convention expenses shall be approved by Convention Chair- 
man before being presented to Division President for approval. 

14. At Convention Roll Call of Chapters, each chapter shall present 
a Confederate or green flag (money), the green flags to aug- 
ment Janet Randolph Relief Fund and the Confederate flags 
presented to Hostess Chapter. 

15. The Credentials Chairman shall provide numbered receipt books 
for recording payment of registration fees and shall issue an 
official badge to each person paying fee. 

16. Pages shall not pay registration fees unless duly elected dele- 
gates or planning to have voice in proceedings. 

17. Memorial lists shall be in hands of Memorial Chairman by Sep- 
tember 10th. 

18. Special memorials except those to Division Officers, shall be lim- 
ited to 200 words, the cost of $3.00 for each person memorialized 
to be paid by chapter submitting them. 

19. Flowers for memorial service shall not exceed $20 in price and 
shall be included in convention expenses. 

20. No member shall serve on more than one Standing Committee 
nor hold more than one Division office at a time. 

21. Manuscripts to be returned to sender shall be accompanied by 
sufficient postage. 

22. The Recording Secretary shall be required to edit reports and 
arrange material in proper form for printer. 

23. Reports not in hands of Recording Secretary by October 20th 
shall be omitted from Minutes. 

24. All reports shall be typewritten, double spaced and in tripli- 
cate before presenting to Recording Secretary. 
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25. Attendance at District Conferences shall not be limited A 
Registration fee of twenty-five cents shall be charged at the dis- 
cretion of the hostess chapter. This will enable the smaller 
chapters to have the pleasure of entertaining the District. 

26. The Seal of the Virginia Division shall be in custody of Divi- 
sion President. 

27. Thirty days' notice shall be given for Executive Board meetings. 

28. Upon disbanding a chapter, registrar shall send to Division Reg- 
istrar the chapter charter, membership applications and Min- 
utes. In event of reactivation the membership applications shall 
be returned. 

29. Names of candidates for General Office shall be presented to the 
Executive Committee, in session, for endorsement. 

30. Crosses of Military Service shall be limited at Division Con- 
ventions to two candidates of each class selected by the Execu- 
tive Committee, and two candidates of each class selected by the 
hostess chapter. July 15th shall be the deadline for receiving ap- 
plications for Crosses of Military Service to be bestowed at the 
next Division Convention. 

31. At least ten copies of Division Minutes shall be sent the Division 
President annually. 

32. Application for charter shall be granted only by the Executive 
Committee in session. 

33. The Recording Secretary shall be granted up to $25.00 annually 
to be used as stenographic fee in compiling the Division Minutes. 

34. A Registrar's Committee, with Chairman residing in Richmond 
shall be approved by the Division Registrar, subject to approval 
of Division President. 

35. Applications for Crosses of Military Service to be bestowed at 
Division Convention must be received by the Recorder of Crosses 
no later than July 15th. 

36. a. Application for new chapter charter in a community where 

another chapter already exists shall be submitted sixty (60) days 
prior to a regular meeting of the Executive Committee. 

b. A special committee shall be appointed to work with the first 
Vice-President and the Registrar in studying the advisability of 
approving such charter. 

37. These Standing Rules may be amended or rescinded at any busi- 
ness session by a two-thirds vote.
